Charges Against Crouch the 
Most Serious.

Several criminal lawyers of this city 
are under fire by the Bar Association. 
This was stated yesterday by one of 
the officers of the association. 

The programme is a_ wholesale 
housecleaning. The investigation will 
proceed, however, along somewhat new 
lines. 

Most of the attorneys to be inves- 
tigated are said to be those who have 
already been in trouble with the courts 
and have been publicly punished. 
Some of them probably will be dis- 
barred. 

It is not so much a question of guilt 
or innocence that the Grievance Com- 
mittee is considering as it is a matter 
of policy—a question of whether or 
not the bar ought to be purged of 
these men who have called down the 
wrath of the courts already. 

The names of all but one of the ac- 
cused attorneys are kept a strict se- 
cret. 

in the case of Attorney J. C. Crouch, 
however, a complaint has been madc 
by the police. 

The detectives have already. in ad- 
dition to» these Bar Association 
charges. laid charges against Crouch 
tefore Judge Whibur. 

Crouch ts eccused of misconducting 
himself with a young girl who was a 
witness for one of his clients; the 
police also assert that he is an ex- 
convict. The charges laid before the 
Bar Association contain a former con- 
vict's picture—Crouch being alleged to 
be the original thereof. 

Crouch positively denics the charges,

and denies that the picture of the 
convict is his picture.

Referee Will Apply te Judge for 
Citation Against Man for Contempt 
of Court — Alleged That Assets 
Have Been Transferred to Wife and 
Her Relations. 


Sensational developments in the 
bankruptcy case of T. L. Caroe, trunk 
manufacturer, yesterday resulted in 
Referee Lynn Helm’'s decision to have 
the man cited for contempt in the 
United States District Court, for re- 
fusing to answer pertinent questions 
put by attorneys and the court. 

Caroe refused to reply to questions 
as to his disposal! of a large amount 


of stock and his alleged transfer of 
assets to his wife and some of her.re* 


lations. 

“How mruch property do you own at 
the present time?” inquired Attorney 
W. T. Craig of the Board of Trade. 

“T refuse to answer on the ground 
that it would tend to incrimiriate me,” 


Caroe replied. 

“Do you mean to say that your an- 
swer might — you Hable to crim- 
inet présecution’” continued the at- 

orney. 

Th@ hankrupt replied in the affirma- 
tive. ‘He refused to state whether he 
had transferred any property to his 
wife and positively declined to an-, 
swer other interrogations. 

Referee ._Helm endeavored to get a 
reply from the bankrupt but was un- 
succes#ful. He then stated that he 
would apply to Judge Wellborn, Mon- 
day, for a citation against Caroe for 
contempt of court. 

Milton K. Young. at for the 
bankrupt, declined to discuss the case. 
“I consider it unwise to give out our 
side of the matter,” 

Caroe openly states that he lost 
large sums of money at the race track 
and that his assets are inconsiderable. 
Neither he nor his counsel will explain 
what he meant by his refusal to tell 
how he disposed of certain property. 

The Board of Trade intends to push 
the matter to a conclusion. It asserts 
that Caroee has secretly transferred a 
large umount of stock and has con- 
verted a portion of the assets into 
diamonds and easily negotiable secur. 
ities. 

When the creditors filed an involun- 
tary bankruptcy petition in the Fed- 
eral Court last week, it was claimed 
that Caroe owed about $12,000 and had 
$6000 assets. It is said that an in- 
ventory of the stock of the South 
Spring street stores shows a great 
shrinkage tn the amount of goods car- 
ried a short time ago.

One thousand fect of the Elisabeth
